Rev. Pellew 
was the son of Edward Pellew, the 
First Viscount of Exmouth and fa- 
mous admiral during the Napo- 
leonic wars.

Completion of the entire measure 
within a day or two and a prompt 
report to the House is the commit- 
rtee’s plan. 

Japanese exclusion would be 
made possible, it was explained 
under a general provision of the 
bill, which seta forth that an im- 
migrant not eligible to citizenship 
shall not be admitted to the United 
States. “To meet treaty stipula- 
tions exceptions would be made in 
the cases of ministers of the g08- 
pel, professors of colleges, mem- 
bers of any ‘learend profession’ 
and bona fide students ‘who seek 
to enter the United States solely 
for the purpose of study at an 
educational institution particularly 
designed by them.’ Such students 
who married after entering the 
country would be deported, how- 


Explaining the section of the bill 
which would provide for the ex- 
clusion of Japanese immigrants, 
Chairman Johnson said it was the 
purpose simply to translate into 
law the terms of the “gentlemen's 
agreement” between the United 
States and Japan affecting immi- 
gration from the latter country. 
In the past the executive branch 
has objected to attempts to dea! 
with this que§tion in genera! legis- 
lation by Congress but thus far 
there has been no announcement 
of objection in the present instance. 
As affecting’ Europe and the 
Near East the bill would reduce 
the quotas «@f immigrants from 
any one country in any one year 
to 400 and in’ addition 2 per cent 
of the number of .foreign born 
individuals of such nationality resi- 
dent in the United States as deter- 
mined by the 1890 ‘census. The 
present restriction act, which this 
bill would replace and which ex- 
by limitation on June 329, 
1924, places the quotas at 3 per 
cent based on the census of 1910.
